Stewart Card presided over the 
gathering, His announcement that Jim 
Grant had indicated his intention to 
join our Club was enthusiastically 
received by the members.

Mr. L. C, Halmrast, M.L.A. for the 
Warner constituency was our guest 
speaker. Frank Taylor, in introducing 
Mr. Halmrast, advised that he would 
give a brief report on the last session 
of the Provincial Legislature, particu- 


larly as it pertained to our local 
interests. 
Mr. Halmrast reported that at the 


last busy session the most contentious 
bills were the “County Act” and the 
“Jockey Bill”. Both of these bills 
having had an abundance of previous 
press coverage were not dwelt on at 
too great a length by the speaker. 
He did comment that the Jockey Bill 
had incorporated in it some provision 
for liquor rights and it was over this 
point that the most opposition was 
raised. The County Act is something 
that the government has been studying 
for some three years. Broadly it would 
mean that counties would be set up 
in place of Municipal Districts and 
School Divisions. This bill aroused 
a good deal of criticism from the 
opposition and even from some of 
the party members. Mr. Halmrast 
was one of those who felt that the 
Government should tread lightly. As 
a result of this opposition the Govern- 
ment decided to set up four counties 
on a trial basis for three years. This 
will give everyone a chance to ob- 
serve this form of government in 
action and they will be able to judge 
for themselves the benefits to be 
obtained. At the end of this trial 
period a plebiscite will be taken 
which will indicate to the Legislature 
its future course. 


Of interest to our local people was 
the information that the government 
had set up a three million dollar re 
volving fund to assist school boards 
in the building of new schools, It is 
understood that a board may borrow 
with no interest up to twenty-five 
per cent of the money requirements 
from this revolving fund. They are 
only required to pay back twelve and 
one half per cent of their loan in ten 
equal annual installments, The other 
twelve and one half per cent becomes 
an outright grant from the Province. 
It was also interesting to learn that 
a five million dollar fund has been 
set up to assist Municipalities, Cities, 
Towns and Villages in providing 
public utilities and improvements. 
From this fund the civic bodies may 
borrow at an interest rate of two per 
cent. The loan must be completely 
paid back in twenty years. This fund 
will be added to annually. A question 
was asked at this point concerning 
the sewer debentures for the Town of 
Raymond, Mr. Halmrast promised to 
inquire if it would be possible for 
the Town to recall their sewer de- 
bentures and borrow from this Pro- 
vincial fund. If this were possible it 
would be advantageous to the town 
because the two per cent interest 
rate applicable to loans from this 
fund is lower than the interest rate 
on the sewer debentures.

Gardening 
Avoid These 

Probobly the most common mis- 
take of the new gardener is to plant 
or sow too close together. The result 
is spindly, deformed growth with 
little chance for maturity. 

Even the tiniest flowers require 
proper spacing. The little edging 
plants like alyssum, for instance, will 
make a far better showing, with sturd- 
ier plants and bigger flowers, if they 
are thinned to a couple of inches or 
so either way. With tiny seed it is 
almost fmpossible to space when 
sowing, and even if it was, some of 
the seeds might not germinate and 
then there would be gaps. To spread 
thinly, however, old gardeners make 
a practise of mixing the very small 
seed with a little sand or soil, then 
sowing the whole mixture over the 
groud. 

A good general rule in spacing is to 
allow half as much room between as 
the plants, bushes or trees will be at 
maturity. For potatoes this will mean 
about a foot or eighteen inches be- 
tween hills, for corn a bit more than 
this, for the medium height flowers 
such as zinnias, stocks or marigolds, 
from 10 to 15 inches. The same rule 
holds good for shrubbery and trees if 
they are to have room to develop 
properly, as well as beautifully. 

With vegetables like beets, carrots 
and other small seed sorts which one 
cannot and should not sow too spar- 
ingly, thinning induces speedy growth 
which means tenderness. With the 
first. two or three named one can 
thin at first only an inch or 80 apart, 
then later thin again and use what 
is taken out as a first crop. 

For depth in planting the general 
rule is three times the diameter of 
the seed or bulb. With lettuce, car- 
rots, turnips, alyssum, poppies and 
portulaca - this means merely pressing 
into the soil. With nasturtiums, peas, 
beans and corn one half an inch is 
about right. Gladioli, potatoes, dahlias 
etc.are planted about six inches deep.
